WASIMNV.TOS'. May S3.— There was a 


'sudden and violant outbreak of Cuban 
•sentiment today at tho capital and dur- 
-iiiK the earlv hours the drift of opinion 
was strongly toward speedy and radica 
action by both congreaa and the execu- 
tive, but later there was somewhat of a 
reaction upon he becoming known tbat 
tlie -PrBuideut, while keenly alivo to tho. 
situation and anxious to learn every- 
thing possible that could guide hid non- 
duct of out Cubituaud Spanish relation?, 
felt that further information was neces- 
eary and,for the immediate present the 
question was not one of recognition of 
'the belligerency or independence of the 
Ouban insurgents, but of relief for the 
American citizen^ destitute and hololeaE 
iin the towna of tbe ljuepu of the Atillafl. 
•The senate foreign relations committee, 
.it should boatated, while agreeing with 
• ihe necessity for relief of Iho suffering 
-Americans, ifl favorable to more radical 


• measures and a number of its members 
are earnestly desirous of instant action 
•fay the executive in aid of the insurgents, 
but have not succeeded in converting 
:lhe administration to their views that 
•the present action ia appropriate and 
.imperative.

For aeveral days past the subject-mat-- 


terof this report has been under die- . 
casaion quietly, among a few -of the' 
friends of Cuba in congress, and -they 
have lost ar> opportunity of impressing: 
upon tbe President their eomjactiona: 
that it is his duty as the chief executive 
, to delay no longer in taking active steps 
to terminate tbe present condition of 
affaire in Ouba. 
These representations, however, .have 


not' been sufficient to induce hasty. ac- 
tion. The President is moving steadily 
and with all epeed that safety andaouad 
judgment warrant In the collection. of 
facts ten chine the conditions that -exist 
upon the ialauda today. To this end 
Mr. Calhoun is now in Cuba, otlicially 
on another miBsion, bat also charged 
witb tbe observation of the uenditions 
that prevail. When he has reported to 
the President and the latter nna gath- 
ered what ho rtt:ardd HuatmincientBtore 
of infnniinLion based ou facts that can- 
,not bo queationpil, he will bo ready 
'either to t*k« himself or to safest to 
congress guch action ua tha&e Jacta war-' 
rant. Me.mff.bilu he baa under consid- 
eration the neat meana ot affording re- 
lief t'J Americana suffering aa a-roault of 
the conditions of tbe inlands. 


Todav tbe President saw by appoint- 


ment Edwin W. Atkina of Boston, who 
ia .largely interested iu Cuban sugar 
plantations. Sir, Atkins waa in Wash- 
ington on 
personal buaiaeaa, which 


brought him in contact witb Hecretary 
Loni;, an old friend. After finishing 
Mr. 'Atkina1 buaineaa, the secretary took 
him to the White Houae and presented 
him to tho President. Tbe latter learn- 
ing that Mr. Atkina bad just returned 
from Cuba, began to chut with his vis- 
itor aa to tbe condition of affaira aa thej 
revealed themselves to a business man 
and Mr. Atkina gave him a faithful pic 
ture of tho economic conditions thai 
prevailed in Havana and in other par- 
tionn of the island when he left. His 
Btory way eo interesting that tbe -Presi- 
dent summoned Judge Day, asaiatau 
secretary of state, across to ilie While 
House to hear it. 


Mr. Atk,inn had very little to aay 


.about the military situation in Cuba, 
and whdt ho did utter in that con 
nection did not indicate any leaning on 
his part toward either the Spanish or 
ithe insurgent aide.

At tho Spanish legation the news o 


•tbe developments at tho capital today 
waa received with composure. Of course 
i the action of the committee contd not 
be openly discussed without violation o 
.the.atrict etiquette which governs the 
•diplomatic body in its relations to con- 
gress, but it was suggested that the fact 
that the entire attention of the senate 
for months to come would be enproasad 
by .tbe tariff bill, might' have deter- 
mined the friends of Cuba to endeavor 
to secure &OUJB sort ot action by conereta 
before discussion of the tariff bill be- 
fiina. 
It iia not denied at the legation that 


suffering exists in Cuba, but much Buf- 
fering, it ia aaid, ia almost always in- 
•cident-to war. It ia contended that tbe 
Spanish government haa done all that it 
•could with the rueana at hand to allevi- 
ate tbie distress. It waa pointed out 
that Spain bad granted permission to 
tbo Red Cross, through Miaa Barton, to 
.extend its office to the destitute in Cuba, 
and, moreover, will not place any ob- 
Btaolea in the way of any proper charity 
in the United .States wbich haa the 
aarae end in view. All that ifl asked is 
that the food supplies contributed for 
the relief of the destitute are not uco< 
to maintain the Cuban insurrectionary 
force in their resistance to the Spanish 
government.

committee on foreign relations today had 
the Cuban question under consideration 
on the basis of the report ot the sub- 
committee appointed yesterday to con- 
fer with the President and Secretary 
Sherman. Tho report was prepared by 
Davis and Forater, Republican mem- 
bers, Morgan, the Democratic member, 
declining to participate in it. 


The report consisted of a concise state- 


ment of tha contents ot official reports 
from the American coneula in Cuba 
bringing information up to within a 
week. This report confirms the news- 
paper reports of the situation in the 
island, and even goes farther in. dnpict-

iAl strefia is laid upon the condition of 
American citireus. It is positively stated 


ion ami wrHchnlly clothed. I>«iiw of 
Americana from starvation are daily re- 
>ort"d. Americana are scattered in all 
jaria of the island and ari» ah'jwn' no 
:onbideration whatever because of their 
American citizenship. 


Tho Americana are generally persona 


who reside 03 the plantations b«t who 
have been driven from their homes to 
the 
towns and who, ueina among 


etranKL're and without employment, aru 
compelled to subset on almost no*. bint;. 
Tney are not allowed to return tu their 
plantations, even to pick berries or ee- 
curo tho least article of eutoiat&nce. 
Tbey are theoretically under the care cf 
tha Spanish army, but the arm? in with- 
out a cuiuiuMEumt. Thty have no 
meina of I?avinK the island. Their con- 
dition ia pronounced wholly di»ploralii*». 


Ttift committee was especially im- 


praesed witrt this recital ami thu opiu- 
on was generally expressed that tho, 
situation should 1» remedied iS po?ai 
ble. It WSB considered aa piai-jue even 


re niton 9 to Cuba than the imprison- 
ment oi Americans, of which there art) 
iGwcomoarativelv few Instances. 


Tho report a leo' indicates u generally 


wrKched condition of all tlitf inhabit- 
ants of tbd island because oi tn« ficur- 
city of footi and money, uapecially in 
the centers of population, and bBcuuse 
also at the pressure of the malignant 
u seaaee, Bach aa yellow fever, eniaUjWi: 
and dysentery. 
These die^iiees iho 


natives withstand with comparative 
ease, but they are especially oppressive 
to tbe Spanish Boldibry. 


Tho reports indicate that the Spanish 


armv ia not aa strong now aa it was a 
vear ago, lareely on account of these 
ra'V3R6B, while they indicate no diminu- 
tion of tbo insurgent iorcea. 


The reports upon which the sub-com- 


mittee's' brief was baaed wore from 
various consuls, including Consul Gen- 
eral fLee. They make no recommen- 
dations -as to American ppliuy, hut 
merely pive the situation as they see it. 


In view of the developments in 'the 


committee, Sdnator Morgan agreed not 
to preaa the consideration of hia resolu- 
:ion today, but he will make an effort to 
mve the >question made the unfinished 
junintjee Monday at 2 o'clock.

Tbe resolu ion to bring 


Elverton K. Cliapman before the bar of 
tho senate was debated in somewhat 


lonotonous- etyio uniit Mr. Tillman of 


Bonth Carolina givo eomo interest to 
the enhject by referring to the report 
tl at senatora, wiibin the last week, had 
speculated in sugar Btocks. 


"Aa tbe reprPSflntntion of 70,0(10,000 


people," said Mr. Alien, in openinp the 
discussion, ''we cannot afford to permit 
Mr. Chapman, the representative of a 
powerful 
organization, which 
it 
is 


charged exerdaee greet influence in this 
body, to to unwbipped." 


The diecussiou assutred a legal and 


technical phrase, Messrs. Faulkner of 
West Virginia, White of California and 
Spooner of Wisconsin, arguing on the 
law applying to Chapman. Mr. Chand- 
ler apobe briefly, i ay ing that ho could 
nob believe a pardon would be granted 
Ohapman. Tho senator stated tbat he 
considered it would he futile to under- 
take now to reopen the sugar investi- 
gation after four years. 


Mr. Tillman was then recognized for 


a apeech which can Bed a distinct sensa- 
tion on the'floor and in the gallerieB. 
"It eeems to me," eaid Mr. Tillraan, 


"tbat we are not after Chapman; the 
original investigation was not intended 
to -punish Ouapmanj but to discover 
whether a senator on this floor had been 
guilty of using his official position to 
make money by speculating in stocks 
wbich were influenced by his action, as 
a senator, on the committee which re- 
ported ths tariff bill. It is not worth 
while to try to coveruptbie matter with 
flippancy. The senator from New Hamp- 
shire will -excuse me. I do not intend 
tbat afl any reflection upon hie language, 
but at does appear to mo that bo treated 
it rather nippantly. 
"There are" two- correspondents who 


be-ve over their own signatures charged 
that senators have speculated within 
bhe'last week and made money. Now, 
if. yoa want to investigate, you have, a 
nowTeason to investigate. If yon in- 
tend to .get at the true inwardness of 
the matter, to get at the troth and to 
punibh thoae who are gmliy, say so and 
flo eo, or else huah. That is the whole 
Emm and substance of it. W»-do not 
want Chapman. We want Havemeyer. 
We want tbe American who bought 
vour men, if tbey were bought. That 
is what we are here for; and now lot 
the senator who has moved to ref«r 
•the matter, and who loves the dignity of 
the senate as much as any other man, 
take tbe 'resolution to uis committee and 
•bring back a measure here that will 
mean eomething. ^'e can now make 
those men who have charged that sen- 
ators have speculated eny where they 
eot the information or we can punish 
them for contempt. We ctin call on 
Huvemeyer, aiid the sugar trust Erandeoa 
and make them audwer or put them in 
jail for contempt. Either investigate so 
as to Si:*.! the truth and puniau tbo 
criminals, or shut up." 


Aa Mr. Tillman closed there waa no 


applanee, but for a moment there was a 
stir in the galleries which promise! 
'something of a demonstration. The do- 
bate 
promptly 
proceeded, however, 


aeain brancbinc into legal channels, 
Messrs. tloar, Chandler and Allen tab- 
inc part. 
At the request of Mr. Allen, Mr. Hoar 


chanced a previous motion eo atj to have 
the resolution referred to the committee 
on judiciary instead of the committee on 
privileges and elections. The motion aa 
amended was agreed to. 


Mr. Uallinger, from tho committee on, 


contingent expenses, received favorably 
a resolution for the appointment of a 
committee of five senators to inveatigHttj 
tbe issuance of land patents to the Pa- 
cific Tailruails, but in the absence of Mr. 
Gear, chairman of tbe committee on l*a- 
citie railroads, did not press for ita con- 
sideration. 


Mr. Gallinner ftlso introduced a reso- 


lution for the appropriation of $50,000 
for the relief oi oufferinE Americana in 
Cuba. The resolution went to tbe com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 


At 2:20 the senate went into executive 


session. 
The open session was resumed at 3 


o'clocfc 
and a tariff discussion was 


shortly afterwards uneipec edly pre- 
cipitated. It occurred when Mr. Aid- 
rich, Republican of Rhoile Island, of 
the finance committee, stated that be 
would modify the announcement pre- 
viously given as to -taking up the tariff 
bill on the 18ch instant; owing to un- 
avoidable delav in preparing the com- 
parative statement tbe bill "onld not 
he culled up at that time. He hoped, 
however, to call it up on Thursday, at 
least for a preliminary statement. In 
any event, the bill would be taken up 
on the following Monday. 


Mr. Jones of Ar'-ansas, a Democratic 


member of thelinauce committee, laitf 
he did not think general debate could 
bepin before Monday week. There was 
no disposition on the Democratic sidu 
of the chamber, be eaid, to delay tbe 
hill, and he expressed eat iff action that 
Mr. Aldrich had deferred tho debate un- 
til it could he fairlv examined. 


Mr. GallinKer started the senate on a 


debate by calling attention to the enor- 
mous imports of wool in i!iticipation of 
the new tariff law. Under such circum- 
Btancea, he eaid, it was to be hoped par- 
tisan feeling could be pnt aside .and a 
united effort made toward securing early 
action. 


Mr. White, Democrat of Oaliforn ft, 


referred ironically to hia "anticipatory 
lecture" to the Democratic Bide.

thought Democratic senators would not 
pursue tbe tactics of delay of the New 
Hampshire senator during the previous 
tariff debate. Up to this time the Re- 
publican members of the finance com- 
mittee had occupied snch time as had 
been given to the tariff bill. Before in- 
timations ware made of Democratic de- 
lay it would be well, the senator aaid, to 
wait until offense w»a given.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 


Simpson Again "Called Down" by 


Speaker Heed. 


WASHINGTON, May !3.— The Indian ap- 


propriation bill was disposed oi by the 
house today, with tbe exception of the 
proposition for opening the Utah gilson- 
ite lands, wbich waa postponed until 
Monday. The conference report, v^hich 
establishes an Indian warebooc-e at | 
Omaha, ratifies tbe lease of tbe Beuece. 
oil lands and adds one judge to the 
Indian territory courts, was adopted by 
a vote of 14 to 47. Nearly two honre 
were consumed in parliamentary squab- 
ble on the point raisad by Mr. IVneeier 
of Alabama, that the rale for fceuii- 
weekly sessions was in violation of ihe 
constitution. Mr. Simpson, i'opalisc of 
Kansas, endeavored to renew hia attack 
upon the speaker for fulling to appoint 
committees and censured the Kepubli- 
cans for not mastering a quorum. He 
waa declaring that there we.re- more 
Democrats and Populists than .Repub- 
licans present, when the speaker uns- 
tained the point that ho was out of 
order. 


"I have been in doubt whether I had 


any rights in thia house lately," Mr. 
Simpson shouted, and he wae compelled 
to take his seat under the rule. 


Mr. Payne, Republican of New York, 


called Mr. Simpson to order, and to him 
the Kanaan stated "The apeaker recog- 
nizes that you will do hfa bidding, amj 
you will net a good place on a committee 
all right. I know that there IB a pood 
deal of anxiety on that point among Re- 
publicans." 


This moved Mr. Dingley and W. L. 


Stone, Republican of Pennsylvania, to 
catl Mr. Simpson to order. 


The queston whether Mr. Bimpson 


should be permitted to proceed in order 
was put to the house, and many Repub- 
licans voted no, while others refrained 
from votinp, so Mr. Simpson, by a vote 
of 81) to 57, wan civen the floor. 


Wben Mr. Simpson proceeded, how- 


ever, bis statements caused the speaker 
to declare him out of order. There- 
upon 
aeverni 
Democrats 
protested 


H^ainfit Mr. Siuipaon being taken from 
the floor. In explanation. Mr. K«ed 
said: 


"Tim chnir pnhmita that the criti- 


cisms of what the chair did fit some 
past time are not in order, not because 
the cbair is above criticism or above at- 
tack, but because the speaker is the 
speaker of tno house and such attacks 
are not conducive of order. The opunker 
cannot reply to them except in a frag- 
mentary manner and it ia not desirable 
rfiat reply he made." 


There was some filibustering, after 


wbich the bouse finally decided tbat 
Mr. Simpson could not speak, where- 
upon he appealed to tbn chair to be in- 
formed "where am I at?" 


"The chair has never been able to find 


anybody who knew that" wee the re- 
ply. 


At 3.18 tho booEe adjourned until

CoxsTAMisoi'i.1:, May 12. — Thft am- 


baeradora of th« powers held a prolonged 
conference today, at the close of which 
they presented to the Turkish govern- 
ment a collective memorandum proposing 
an armistice between Turkey and Greece 
on the basis oi the negotiations f nr peace 
now in progreee through ti.e powers. 


The memorandum, wbich wae pre- 


sented to Ahmed Tow-fife Pasha, the 
Turkish minister of foreign affairs, by 
the dean of diplomatic corps. Baron da 
Ca ice, the A mtro- Hungarian ambassa- 
dor, enumerated the conditions winch 
huvn been accepted i>y tireeL-e and bega 
t IB portfi to ieeuo tho necessary orders 
to arrest the progress of tho Turkish 
troops. 


A decree issued today by the counci 


oi ministers orders a batallion of gen- 
darmes to Larisea and also appoints tbe 
former Ottoman consuls at Void, Larispa 
and Trikhnlato be kaimakauiB, or ad- 
miniatratore of those districts with 
powar to orpanize Turkish adminiatra- 
ucn in thoae parted Gr*cce. The Mai- 
tan will personally defray the cnat of the 
war medals which are to be presented to 
the TurkiRh trnops which have tasen 
part in the cainpaicn against the Greeks.

Proposetl Amendment to tbe Tariff

WABUISGTON, May 12.— In the senate 
oday the sugar investigation of 18SI4 
was recalled by the introduction of a* 
esolutiou by Mr. Allen of Nebraska 
ecitiog tho circumstances ot tbo in- 
estigation, the refusal of Elvertou H. 
Chapman to testify, his conviction iu the 
ourte a3 a contumacious witness aucl 
he present efforts toward his pardon. 
Tho resolution proposes that Chapman 
be brought, to tho bar of the senate to 
purge himself of contumacy as a pre- 
equisite to pardon. Mr. Allen sought, 
o securo immediate action on the reuo- 
ution, but it went over on objection 
roiu Mr. GEillinger of New Hampshire 
md Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts. Tbe 
alter criticised the resolution as Riving 
way tbe authority of tbe eenate and 
aid he would propose an amendment 
witb a view of having Mr. Chapman 
mniahcd unless he purged himself of 
;onternpt, without reference to 
tho 


question, of pardon. The consideration 
of tbo resolution wilt be in ordor to- 
morrow. 


Mr. Al organ made a statement rela- 


,ive to his resolution on Uoba. He said 
ho committee on foreign relations at a 
meeting had considered tbe question of 
referring the resolution to tbo commit- 
tee and had not reached an Rgreement.

Tue amendment is as 
follows : 


"That whenever complaint is made to 


the secretary of tho treasury that any 
manufactured goods imported into this 
country are the product of prieon or 
convict labor, it snail be the duty of the 
secretary of the treasury to formulate 
tbe necessary rules and regulations to 
prohibit tho further importation of such 
poodt, except upon sworn statement!) o 
tbe foreign manufacturer or his agent, 
made before a consul of the Unitoc 
States, that said goods are not btinj 
produced by the labor of prisoners or 
convicts." 


Senator Pettigrav retntroduced his

Expert Testimony on Handwriting 


Introduced. 


SAN FKASCISCO, May 22.— Today the 


Fair case, or BO much, of it as ia com- 
prised within the trial of the case of 
Angus VE. Craven, ptocecd^d on new 
lines. The plaintiff's efforts have boon 
directed heretofore to prove, first, tbat 
Senator t-air waa in San Rafael and not 
n San Francieco on September 24, 1894, 
and consequently could not have signed 
the alleged deedo; and second, that tbe 
alleged acknowledgment before Notary 
Cooney was fraudulent because the 
blank used was not printed until long 
after Fair's death. Now the plaintiffs 
propose to prove that the handwriting 
in tbe deeds ia not the handwriting of 
James G. Fair. Expert testimony is 
now holding the scene. 


Theodore Kytka, an expert in pen* 


manship, who has devoted much time to 
a microscopic examination of she writ- 
ings in the Fair case, in the interest of 
the administrators, iden tilled and ex- 
plained numerous negatives of exhibits 
in the case, photographic copies oi let- 
ters and checks which had been written 
by Fair. He then proceeded to compare 
the writing identified as Fair's with that 
.in the so-called Craven deeds, the object 
being to ebow that the deeds are not 
genuine. Kytk) admitted that he re- 
ceived from the Fair administrators * 
weekly salary of $75.

Thay fiive to their guests the freedom of 
tbo city ana anything elae that is in 
sight. ~We t lunched with Harry Bust 
(to whom onr thanks). Then we were 
taken in carriages and driven -fifteen or 
twenty miles through orchards of prune, 
peach and other deciduous fraitB, as 
well as among the oaka of which I have 
written. It is a rich country, and a 
baautifal, and I suspect that its people 
do not fully appreciate how good a thing 
is in their keeping. 


For, if they did, do you suppose they 


would be cutting down and ridding 
themselves of those oaks about aa rap- 
idly aa they conveniently can, aa they 
are doing? We passed place after place 
where acres of trees have been or are be* 


pec- ing cut down. And after they are gone 


^ Viualia will have lost her one great ad- 


vantage over the rest of the valley; her 
crowing glory will have departed, never 
to return. In comparatively a few yeara 
from now one Visalian will say to an- 
other, "There once were magnificent 
oakfl all about here, but ocr fathera cut 
them down," and tbe other one will 
Bay, "What fools our fathers were I" 
And no man shall say the latter speaker 
nay. I write with naught but kindest 
feeling for' the Viaalians—how could I 
feel otherwise when they were BO kind 
to us all?—but I wish I could make 
them understand, what I aeeao clearly, 
that they have one supreme advantage 
over other part" of this valley and -that 
they are depriving themselves of that 
advantage. They will spill their cream, 
and it will not be picked np again. 
Why, they even cut down the splendid 
trees in their high school yard, BO little 
do the powers that ba, or were, under- 
stand what is the chief glory of their 
country 1 


In the evening we were banqueted 


after the Spaniih atyle. I etill perapire 
when I think of those enchiladas. But 
they were good, and ao were the tamalea 
•nd all the rest of it. And there waa 
ft coolness, too, for Visalia now manu- 
factures her own ice, and th.e ordinary 
consumer geta it for half a cent & pound. 
And if this ii not a pointer for Fresno, 
where a cent a pound ia paid for ice, 
then I am no judge. Why not have 
cheaper ice here? 


I could write another column, but I 


judge that hera ia enough, and so, with

How Toronto I^OM-R. 


Toronto has recently had anew cen- 


sus, which makes tho population 195,987. 
It is an increase of 7,000 iu four years. 
In Ontario tlio birth rate at tho last 
general census was 24.6 and tho death 
rato 11.3 «per 1,000. The natural iu- 
croaso, therefore, would bo 13.2 per 
1,000. If the natural increase of tho 
population of Toronto is calculated ou 
that basis, she should have gained each 
year since 1893 an average of 2,600 
Rjuls, or 10,000 in alL Tho census re- 
turns indicate that the gain is 8,000 
less. It is evident that Toronto, like tho 
rest of Canada, loses moie peopln by 
emigration-than sho gains by immigra-

In the salmon cunnint; hnainesB 
Williams, Brown & Co. were the backers 
of enterprises of immense proportions. 
In handling the Alaska Qsb output they 
conducted operations that annually rep- 
resented from 150,000 to 200,000 cases of 
salmon, and in their export grain trade 
to Auatr&lia their shipments in a season 
often amounted to from thirty-five to 
forty cargoes. Since December 10th the 
concern has lost several vessels for the 
Antipodes 
whoee joint 
cargoes are 


valued at $500,000. 


Tbe direct cause of the failure of the 


firm is said to have been the failure of 
Australian consignees to 
meet bills 


ilrawn against them for shipments nf 
urain. A great deal of money was lost 
by tho firm in its fruit operations in the 
Fresno market and in the Columbia 
river canneries, in which they were in- 
turtatuu, Laat jeur thfcy were lur^e 
packers of salmon, which cost from $1.30 
to $1.85 per dozen tine. An immense 
stock was carried over for this year's 
sales and at the beginning uf the season 
tbo market opened at a price of about 
sfl.Qi per dozen tmp. 


The creditors of the firm are numer- 


ous in this city, but among tbe institu- 
tions of prominence hero which are 
known to have been financially inter- 
ested are the Bank of California, the 
London, Paris and American Bank, the 
French Bank and Crocker-Woolworth 
Banking- Company. 


The personnel of the firm had much 


to do with its hieh financial standing. 
It waa originally com poaed of William. 
Brown, eon of Thomas Browii, the 
cashier of the Bank of California, anil 
Henry A. Williams,' son of Henry A. 
Williams, the jrall known banker and 
president of the California Safe Deposit 
Qpmpany. 


William Brown died about two years 


ago, and his share in the bueinead was 
bought over by Henry A. Williams, who 
ia now the only member of tbe firm. 


About two months ago Henry A. 


Williams left this city for .Australia on 
the steamer Alamedn, for the purpose of 
consulting with Falk & Co., tho. Aus- 
tralian representatives of the house, 
about the business of tbe firm. Mr. 
Williams was to leave Sydney on his 
return to fcan Francieco on May lOtb, 
hut no word aa to that haa been re- 
ceived. 


The creditors of trte insolvent firm of 


Williams, Brown it Co. have appointed 
a committee of four to investigate and 
make a statement of the business of the 
firm. Tbe committee will make its re- 
ports in ten daye. It is the general 
opinion of the creditors tbat the firm's 
assets will more than cover the "liabili- 
ties and some believe that $50,000 would 
have, eeen the firm through. A few of 
'tbe creditors are of the opinion that 
Mr. Thane, the manager, acted too 
hastily in bringing the business of the 
firm to a erieie, but Mr. Thane is of a 
different opinion and nays that the 
creditors do not understaud the situ- 
ation. 


"The business of the firm haa been 


bad for several years," said he, "and 
Mr. Williams knew the state of affaire 
when he left for Australia on March 
17th. I have only been with tbo firm 
three years and 1 will not be made the 
flcapa goat in this affair. 
Most of the 


firm's losses were occasioned by our 
eastern business in canned salmon, rai- 
sins and dried fruits. Our Australian" 
business has -Iwayabeeu profitable."

Mr) McDonald wag taking the horses 


out for exercise when the accident hap- 
pened. He was driving through 'tho 
yards at tho Tuolumno street crossing 
and, as usual, looked np and down the 
yards to see ii any trains were coming 
Two HiiiB tracks were filled with cars 
with an einoty track between them, and 
McDonald saw no train. 
He drove 


ahead and as the front wheels of the 
truuk struck the track some one callec 
tc him to "look out." 
Ho turned and 


saw a Mr. Eaton motioning him back. 
McDonald hastily glanced up the tract 
aud saw a switch engine backing BOinu 
cars down. As it was impossible for 
him to cross the track with t^B long 
truck before the train would bear down 
upou him, he endeavored to back the 
horseaoutof thb way. It was not an 
easy job, for the truck is heavy and the 
tracks behind it proved to be quite an 
obstacle. 


iio had nearly got the horses out of 


tha way whpn the cars ran into them 
and knocked them down. l'"our cars 
passed und atiuuk the off horuw beforu 
the train was stopped. Tho animal waa 
bleeding frcm many woinidn on the 
head, but did not appear to have any 
serious hurts elsewhere, 


In the collision the first car struck 


the horse on the shoulder. The collar 
acted as a buffer, however, and pie- 
vented any serious injury. Had the 
team been running fast thero is little 
doubt that both horses would h 
been killed and the truck damaged. 


Mr, McDonald holds the railroad poo* 


pie responsible for tho damage. Ho 
says he beird no hell ringing or whistle 
blowing and that the rows of cars which 
prevented his seeing the 'approach of 
the train stood very noar the crossing. 
Moreover, bad the engineer obeyed in 
time the signal of the brakesman to atop 
there would have been no collision. 


The horse tbat was injured is a big 


httiuiaoiiie liay and coat the city $120. 
Driver McDonald feols bad over the 
cident, for ho was much attached to the 
horse. Should tne animal dio, tho rail- 
road company will undoubtedly be asked 
to pay for it.

H IB probable that Mr. Shanklin will 
rovethe faith that io iu him by insti- 
uting soira legal proceeding that wiil 
auae a recount of the ballots cast at 
he r.ity election. lie c&ntakeno action, 
lowever, until the city trustees have 
ailed a tpecial election, a? adviaed by 
he city attorney; but this done, Shank- 
in will probably try to eecurd a recount 
by bringing 
injunction 
proceedings 


against the board. 


A description of BOIUO of tho ballots 


which, had they been counted right, 
would have resulted in Mr. Shanklin'a 
rfl-electiou, will be of interest. In the 
Sinth precinct, for instance, a ballot 
w&a counted on which the voter, p. Demo- 
crat, bad written with lead ooncil the 
jameH of the -candidates whom he 
'avored, though their names were al- 
ready printed on the ballot. Thia bal- 
lot tbe election board counted when 
t should have been thrown out. The 
jfficers were led to count it, probablyt 
iy a misconstruction of the following 
clause in section 1196 of the Potitica: 
Jode: "Nothing in this code contained 
shall prevent any voter from writing 
n pan his ballot tbo name of any person 
'or whom be desirea to vote for a'nj 
office^ and euch vote shall be countec 
:ne same BB if printed upon tbe balloi 
and marked as if voted for." Thif 


ely refers to the blank eoace re 


quired to be left at the end of the lipt o 
candidates for each ofiice in which the 
voter may insert the name of any per 
jon not printed upon the ballot, for 
whom he desires to vote "as a candidate 
for such office, as explained iu aectioi 
1197. 


In the Eighth precinct the election 


board rejected a ballot on which th 
voter had marked 
crosses wi h thi 


jtamp instead of stamping them. 'Thi 
waa a ^Republican ballot. In the Ninth 
precinct, on the other hand, a ballo 
similarly marked, wag counted. Thi 
was a Democratic ballot. Another bsl 
lot marked the same way, and also i 
Democratic oae, was counted ia th 
First precinct. So it will be Been tha 
no matter how a court might decide on 
these three ballots, Shanklin would b 
the gainer. Other irregularities were 
f ollowfl: 
In the First precinct a ballot wa 


counted on which the crossea had bee 
stamped between the names and part, 
designations?. Opposite Smith's name 
hole had been torn in the peper. Re 
publicans and Democrats divided thi 
ticket. 
In tbe tighth precinct th 


cross had been stamped on the name 
of tho candidates instead, of in th 
squares provided for that purpoae. Thi 
is a Democratic ballot.. In the Firs 
precinct a ballot was cast that waa cor 
rectly marked eicept for the oiiice o 
clfirk. The voter by inadvertence ha 
put the cro»s in the space below tha 
in which'it should have been a tarn pec 
ThlB ballot was counted for every candi" 
date eicept Shanklin. It was cast by 
Republican. A number ol other ballot 
were marked with a lead pencil. A 
these were counted. 


Mr. Shanklin ia by no means atrau 


to submit the clerkship matter, to th 
people fur decision, but he is of th 
opinion that a quicker way and a mor 
economical one for himself and Mr 
Madeon, ae well as for thn city, wool 
bo to havo a recount, and he will try to 
bare it pet tied that way.

perate of men, the most careless, wan- 
ton, inconsiderate of life and the rights 
ofothora who will hazard auch.rUka. 
Such a man yon have been shown to be. 


"That you did not commit murder is 


attributable tq the complete fear and 
subjection. of the paity attacked. If 
there had been any show of resistance 
on the part of Pimental, or those with 
him, you and your party were prepared 
to add murder to robbery. That you 
did not get more plunder was not your 
fault, but was due to the poverty of the 
complaining witness. 


"The object of punishment ia two- 


fold : First, to restrain thft wicked, and

All insects iu winter wilt be killed tiy a 
mixture of lime, sulphur and fait. The
